The Stalin state was made up 
of the various departments of 
the Communist bureaucracy, all 
under the Politburo, which 
looked to Stalin. It was, and is, 
ringed around by the protecting 
link of satellite states. 

Bolstering this state, feeding it 
information, carrying out its or- 
ders of sabotage, strikes, infil- 
tration, and the sowing of dis- 
trust, doing all these things, and 
more, is the world Communist 
organization. 

Now—the question . . . How 
much of the loyalty, co-ordina- 
tion, blind acceptance of disci- 
pline, and the glue of cohesive 
strength which bound all these 
elements together depend on 
Stalin, his prestige, the myth 
that had grown up about ‘The 
Little Father,’’ the aura of his 
long struggle in the revolution- 
ary days of the czars? 

Now for some tangibles. 

We know very well that Mal- 
enkov and the men about him 
thought about that question. It 
explains their early emphasis on 
loyalty being the ‘‘heartbeat”’ of 
the dead Stalin. In loyalty only 
would his heart beat on in the 
*‘great Soviet Union” and in the 
*‘peoples’ republics.” 

They hammered at that. And 
if they themselves had not been 
in doybt, they would not have so 
hammered. 

Malenkov tightened his control 
of the government. 

But, to do so, he had to give, 
or thought he had to give, more 
secondary power to subordinates. 


‘Brotherhood’ 


Every Communist leader knows 
that if they do not hang together 
they will hang separately. So, 
we have the great swelling cho- 
rus in answer to Malenkov’s 
plea, and Beria’s demand, that 
the Communist world show its 
common “brotherhood.’’ 

It would not be too surprising 
if the Communists, pushing their 
hypocritical ‘‘peace’’ plan, should 
find a way to get out of Korea 
—and push into India—which is 
the key—as that distant and 
deadly peninsula of Korea is not 
the key to unlock the heart of 
Asia—though it is a stone on 
which one might stand and 
reach the key. 

They will want ‘“‘peace”’ until 
they can look and see, and eval- 
uate. 

The Communist Party in 
France is without a leader. He, 
‘ Thorez, has long been in Mos- 
cow for treatment of an “‘ill- 
ness.” Will they send him back 
—or a new one? The Commus 
nist Party in Italy is weak and 
in discord. They must somehow 
remedy that. . 

So, they will. likely come up, 
within the next few months, with 
a dramatic bid ‘‘for peace.”’ 

Because, if there is to be an 
ebbing of Soviet power, it will be 
in the satellites and in the world 
organization. 

So, our cue would be to be 
sure that God has no reason to 
be bored with our follies—and to 
be strong enough spiritually as 
well as with weapons to meet 
whatever comes.

Smear Artist Gets 
A Deserved Rebuke 


Rep. Harold H. Velde’s prompt with- 
drawal of his threat to “investigate the 
clergy” came not from the goodness of 
his. heart nor because his aims have 
changed. His about-face came because 
at long last the American public shows 
signs of having caught on to the game 
he, McCarthy and Jenner have been 
playing. 

Repudiation by the committee he

Fortunately, the American clergy is 
on a sounder footing with the people 
than some of the defenseless individ- 
uals and groups the smear artists have 
worked over in their wholesale vilifica- 
tions. Representative Velde must be 
surprised to find that the American 
people trust their preachers and rely 
upon them for guidance in truth and 
right and that the church is one insti-

: The trio, McCarthy, Velde and Jen- 
ner, stand condemned before the bar of 
responsible public opinion for the dam- 
age they have wrought to the founda- 
tions of American life.

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America Becomes 
An Urban Society 


The trend towards an urban society 
in the United States continues at an 
accelerated pace. The Bureau of the 
Census reports that the farming indus- 
try has been éngaged in a steadily los- 
ing battle to maintain its population, 
losing 5,500,000 in the decade 1940 to 
1950. 


The farm population in April, 1950, 


stood at 25,058,000 as compared to 30,- 
547,000 in April, 1940, continuing a 
trend that began during World War I. 
This had dropped to 24,819,000 by 1952. 
With further application of new meth- 
ods, scientists predict a doubling of 
farm output in the next few years. This 
will displace many more families Se 
the farms. 

In other words, the percentage of 
the total population counted as farm 
population had dropped to 15.9 per cent 
in 1952.. And this 15.9 per cent was 
producing more farm commodities rela- 
tively than did 100 per cent of the pop- 
ulation 200 years ago. 

The total farm labor force in 1952 
was éstimated at 8,888,000 as compared 
with 9,098,600 in 1951, with a total of 
128,000 estimated as. unemployed farm 
laborers. — ; 

In Georgia the population trend has 
followed the national pattern, although 
we still have a greater percentage of 
rural dwellers than the national aver- 
age. It is estimated that Georgia now 
has a farm population of around 900,- 
000, as compared to 1,360,000 in 1940. 
Loss in farm population has been ac- 
companied by a sharp rise in the num- 
ber of industrial workers, the number 
of the latter hitting a peak of 873,400 
in 1952. Farm income accounted for 
only about 12 per cent of state total, 

These figures mean that fewer peo- 
mle are now being required to provide 
the agricultural base for our indus- 
trial economy. 


Prayer for Stalin 
Had Strange Sound 


One of the strangest things to come 
out of Communist Russia during the ill- 
ness of Stalin was the urging given to 
the surviving religious sects to pray for 
his recovery. Strange indeed, when at 
his funeral there were no prayers, no 
priests, nor recognition of God. 

For more than 30 years, the people 
of Russia have been told there is no 
God, no survival after death, that man 
is another animal composed of chemical 
elements, and that his end is that of an 
animal. 

This cynical request for prayer is 
no more strange than other queer 
activities of the Communists that no 
longer astound us. Calling the old re- 
ligion “the opiate of the masses,” they 
have sought to substitute a new reli- 
gion of state worship, with their dieties 
being Lenin and now Stalin. The Com- 
munist leaders will need more than 
prayer to help them escape the terrible 
consequences of their wickedness.

ance despite the fact that the UN has for. ° 
mally declared Red China to be an ‘‘aggres- 


sor.’’ So it is theoretically not a war. 


But the American government, for rea- 
sons of its own, has apparently determined 
not to make an issue of all this, either, and 
instead is beginning to assume that the 
world will stay at peace unless Russia, by 
some overt act, starts an all-out war. 


Meanwhile, the attack in Germany on 
American airmen has resolved itself, as 
into a note-writing adventure. 

Whatever purpose the Communists had 
in mind in shoeting down an American 
plane, they have accomplished their object 
in demonstrating that nothing serious hap- 
pens nowadays when the Stars and Stripes 
are fired on—and that is important propa- 
ganda for Malenkov behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. : 

As for the quibble on what constitutes 
“World War III,”’ there will be a variety 
of opinions offered. Maybe the name should 
be changed to ‘‘world conquest’ rather 
than ‘‘war,’’ because the Russian Commu- 
nists, without acknowledging that they have 
a single soldier in battle, have been able 
to infiltrate and acquire control over ‘nearly 
800,000,000 people. It’s ‘‘World War III Rus- 
sian style’ that is being fought.

. Perhaps the most dramatic 
story was that of Anthony 
Pizutelli of Newark. He was one 
of three brothers working on the 
project with their father, a con- 
tractor. When he heard that men 
were being felled by smoke in the 
tanks he tried to find his broth- 
ers. Finally he located one 
brother, Harry, but was over- 
come before he could effect the 
rescue. Harry was among those 
tentatively identified as dead.

Dickens Rates 

A Revival 


27 in Athens. Mrs. Rawlins is 
the former Ruth Parmelee. 
Emlyn Williams, the distinguished British actor and play- 
wright, looked out of his window at the Biltmore Hotel at a slow 
rain and a slate gray sky and said happily: 
“Just like a London morning! Not d-tall what one would 
expect of Atlanta, you know!”’ 
Mr. Williams was in town on his highly successful Dickens 
' reading tour and I called because I was curious to know how 
Dickens is making out these days. I read him in my childhood 
because there weren’t many books available in Creola, Ala., and 
even if his books were dim and fine-printed and always smelled 
of dust they had the lasting quality of syrup candy and were 
nearly as rich and chewy. (I loved the stately heroics of Sidney 
Carton but nearly gave Dickens up for good after spending a win- 
ter on that gooey sissy, ‘‘Little Nell,’’ of “Old Curiosity Shop.”’) 
Anyhow, as far as I know my children haven't met either 
character and I was wondering what a man like Mr. Williams, 
whose acquaintance with Dickens is a fresh and current thing, 
has to say about him. 


“Well, of course,” said the actor, “I’m doing this because 
I’ve always been keen on Dickens. Even as a child I was very 
keen on him and like a great many people I felt that his stories 
had great dramatic possibilities. I even tried to turn one or two 
of them into plays, as other people have also done, but they did 
not go. Then one day I read about how Mr. Dickens himself went 
on reading tours and I decided to try that. I read a few things 
and they were so well received I decided to take two years off 
and sit down and work out some readings.” 


Mr. Williams did six pieces in Atlanta—something from ‘Our 
Mutual Friend,” two Christmas stories (‘‘not the Christmas Carol 
—too obvious a choice’), something from “‘A Tale of Two Cities,” 
“Pickwick Papers” and ‘‘Dombey and Son.” 

He applies a beard and performs from behind a replica of 
Dickens’ red-plush decorated desk, pretending to read, but he 
really memorized the work in the way that Dickens himself did 
when he made his famous American reading tour. 

How have Americans received Mr. Williams and Dickens? 

“Well, not hysterically, the way they did Mr. Dickens,’ the 
actor reported. “I think Americans have an idea that he is a 
stuffy old classic. They seem a little surprised to find that he is so 
dramatic. He was an all-time literary wonder in his day, far sur- 
passing such current best-sellers as Hemingway.”

Adolescence Means 


More Than Pimples 


A few years ago I talked to 
a 13-year-old boy about the out- 
break ‘of pimples on his face. 
‘Do you know what we call 
that rash?’’ I asked. ‘‘That’s 
adolescence,”’ he replied. 

This surprised me, as I had 
expected him to use the term 
acne. Like many of our mod- 
ern boys, he was just a step 
ahead of the old man. 

There is more to adolescence 
than pimples. The boy is grow- 
ing so rapidly his parents have 
all they can do to feed and 
clothe him. The cuffs of the 
trousers usually end two inches 
above the ankle, and the sleeves 
somewhere between the wrists 
and the elbows. The voice is 
beginning to deepen and the 
fuzz on the face is trying its 
best to concentrate into a beard. 

Everyone takes these exter- 
nal changes for granted but 
what is happening inside is 
more important because ado- 
lescence has aS Many emotion- 
al as physical aspects. It is 
little wonder that the state- 
ment, “You wouldn’t under- 
stand,” is characteristic of 
adolescence. Many boys ap- 
pear dreamy, frustrated, or 
lonely or act as though they 
were harboring a deep secret. 

When offered ‘a penny for 
your thoughts’”’ we get ‘‘noth- 
ing’? as a standard answer. 
Tact on the part of the par- 
ents is required because 
these youngsters are in a 
transitional state between 
the desire to be an adult 
while remaining a child. 

They hate to be mothered 
most of the time but on occa- 
sion demand maternal love and 
affection. This is especially 
true when they are sent away 
to school or camp for the 
surmmer. 

There are numerous reasons 
why the adolescent has prob- 
lems and appears frustrated. 
One of the most important is 
the sex drive. This instinct is 
acquired earlier in the boy than 
the girl. 

The majority of young lads 
' have not developed the emo- 
' tional maturity to cope with 

the situation and as a result 
' are in need of guidance and 
| assistance; they are adults sex- 

ually but children mentally. 

Furthermore, many publish- 
ers of magazines and books as 
well as writerS of plays, mov- 
ies, and television shows are 
of no help so far as this age 
group is concerned. Sex is 
emphasized in their writings 
which may serve some purpose 
for the adult but creates noth- 
ing but tension for the boy

She believes that fears 
do not die out, nor can they 
be argued away. Even con- 
stant exposure to the feared 
object does not always entirely 
remove it.’ A method called 
*‘social imitation,’’ in which a 
child with fear is placed with 
others not having the fear, is 
sometimes ‘successful. This 
method may also work with 
adults. If psychoanalysis seems 
indicated and is not available, 
frank: talks with your family 
physician will often help. 


~ Can you get rid of fears? 


Answer: Yes! A fear can be 
dispelled unless it is very deep- 
seated, amounting to a phobia. 
In such a case, psychoanalysis 
may be the only answer. Dr. 
Mary Cover Jones of the Uni- 
versity of California has dem- 
onstrated ways of ridding a 
child of fears. Her technique 

-is to bring the child gradually 
in contact with the feared ob- 
ject, but under pleasant con- 
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Is ‘“‘cramming”’ a good way 
to pass exams? | 

Answer: If that is your im- 
mediate goaé, yes. In the long 
haul, no. Psychologists have 
demonstrated that for most 
people, short periods of study 
produce better results than 
long, concentrated sessions. 
However, there are differences 
among individuals and a con- 
yt . siderable variation in the kind 
N wr TS of material studied. When the 
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subject is easy or exceedingly 
interesting to you, long, con- 
centrated study periods bring 
satisfactory results. When you 
are tired and _ disinterested, 
short study periods are best, 
interspersed by rest. Actually 
‘you should experiment on your- 
self to find your most pro- 
ductive system. 
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
